Testing Alf Alfalfa. Seed! 


It won't be fong now until 
farmers begin to ere ares 
and wouldn’+-they like-to 
whether it is pure? Only. re 
thing on earth will setile that 
doubt, and that is to test the 
seed—the best seed obtainable, 
so that the labor of plowiny 
and drilling may not be wholly 
lost. 

The testing oan be done at 
home. It takes only a simple 
apparatus, consisting of two 
pieces of flannel, or blotting 

aper, about six inches square, 
ae se which are placed one 
hundred seeds. The whole plac- 
ed between two plates, should 
be kept moist, but not Bak ¢ 
ing’ wet. seeds 
have sprouted should be Recon 
ed every day. At the end of 
six days the total number of 
sprouted seeds will represent |t 
fairly well . the germinatin 
power of the sample. Gow 
alfalfa seed should give at least 
a percentage of 80. 

ides the germinating pow- 
er there is another quality 
which must be cofhsidered in 
judging a sample. Does it 
contain a large number . of 
brown seeds? If so, it would be 
safer not to use it. The brown 
seed may sprout in the appar:- 
tus just as described, but 
entirely to make ante when 
ut in the ground out of doors.

There are many real estate deal- 
ers who are perfectly honorable 
in all their transactions, but, 
unfortunately, ‘‘there are ath- 
ers.” A number of farmers 
have complained of being 
“stuumg.””
